PROSTHETIC DEVICES FOR INJURED WORKERS

AN ACT relating to furnishing prosthetic devices for injured workers. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. section eighty-five point twenty-seven (85.27), unnumbered 

paragraph one (1). Code 1979, is amended to read as follows: 

The employer, for all injuries compensable under this chapter or chapter 

85A, shall furnish reasonable surgical, medical, dental, osteopathic, 

chiropractic, podiatrial, physical rehabilitation, nursing, ambulance and 

hospital services and supplies therefor and shall allow reasonably necessary 

transportation expenses incurred for such services. The employer shall also 

furnish reasonable and necessary crutches, artificial members and appliances
